VICTIM BRUTALLY ASSAULTED. 


Three Men Pounced on Frank Mooney, 


Dragged Him Into a Saloon and 
Pounded and Robbed Him. 


Two desperate highwaymen held up and 
robbed Frank Mooney at Ninth street and 
Clark avenue at 8 o’clock Friday morning.

Not until he was seized did Mooney realize 
what was happening. One of the robbers 
grabbed him by the throat and choked him 
so that it was impossible for him to cry out.

Mr. Bryan Made Ten Speeches in 
Northern Illinois. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—William J. Bryan 
stuck bravely to his work through rain 
all day yesterday, speaking at numerous 
Northern Illinois towns. After leaving El- 
gin the first stop was at Belvidere. Here 
the train was met by a large crowd of pevo- 
ple, most of whom were wearing yellow 
ribbons bearing the words “McKinley.” Mr. 


Bryan was escorted to a platform a short 
distance from the train and delivered one 
of his characteristic short speeches. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

“When we declare for the restoration of 
bimetallism, we are not asking anything 
new. When we ask the free coinage of sil- 
ver, remember that we have the free coin- 
age of gold now, and have had the free 
coinage of silver remember that we have 
the unlimited coinage of gold now and have 
had the unlimited coinage of silver. When 
we ask for coinage at 16 to 1, remember that 
that is the ratio at which the gold and Si- 
ver coins now circulate. We ask no change 
in the size of either dollar.“ 

When the train arrived at Rockford, Mr. 
Bryan and his party were driven in car- 
riages to the Winnebago Fair Grounds, 
where a large crowd was gathered, said to 
be the greatest number of people ever as- 
sembled in the city. Mr. Bryan was greeted 
with wild cheering. After being introduced 
by Mr. Charles W. Ferguson, chairman of 
the County Democratic Committee, Mr. Bry- 
an said in part: 


“If you ask why so many Republicans 
are joining with us in our fight for bimetal- 
lism, I reply to you that we are simply 
teaching to-day what the most distin- 
guished Republicans of this nation have 
taught in years gone by. Let me read 
what one Republican once said on this 
question: 1 

There has been no organized party yet 
arisen so bold as to advocate the adop- 
tion of the single gold standard. Many 
individuals here prefer to-day this gold 
standard. The owners of promises to pay 
are interested in scarce and dear dollars. 
The masses of the people are not.’ That 
is what we say to-day. I quote those 
words from a speech which Hon. William 
Lathrop of this city made in the House 
of Representatives on Feb. 14, 1879. 
this the speech of a demagogue? Was this 
the speech of an Anarchist? (Cries of No, 
no.“) Even when I say to-day the same 
thing which he said then, I am no dema- 
gogue, Anarchist or repudlator.“ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Let me read another extract from that 
speech, which a gold standard man never 
will be able to answer if he talks gold 
from now till doomsday:

The conclusion of Mr. Bryan’s 
speech was received with cheers and he re- 
entered his carriage and was driven to the 
station. His train did not arrive until ten 
minutes after he got there and in the mean- 
time he was compelled to undergo an ordeal 
of handshaking with the crowd assembled 
at the depot. 

The train reached Rochelle at 4:35, and 
Mr. Bryan was esc in a carriage to a 
stand about a block from the depot, where 
he addressed one of the largest and most 
enthusiastic audiences of the day. His 
speech was in the main his usual charac- 
teristic one against the gold standard theo- 
ries of the Republican party. He said in 
part: “Why do they say sound money in- 
stead of gold, if they are not ashamed of 
gold? They use the word protection and 
they are t_ashamed to put that on their 
banners. y don’t they — gold on their 
banners? It is because they dare not go 
before t country and advocate the gold 
standard a good thing for the American 


people. 


When t Bryan special arrived at De 
Kalb at 5:10 a large number of people were 
assembled in the main street in front of the 
platform from which Mr. addressed 
them. ‘There seemed to many farmers 
in the crowd, and they listened earnestly 
and cheered his attacks upon the gold 
standard with great vigor.

. Sunday the Rev. Doctor Burnham 
(from his pulpit) proceeded to expound this 
great question. He became highly indignant 
and leudly demanded an honest dollar 2s 
well as an honest yardstick. 

One of the primary lessons in the study 
of economics 1s to get a clear understand- 
ing of the difference between 4 measure 
of value and other measures. 

While the fallacy of this yardstick argu- 
ment has been exposed many times it yet 
appears to be a stumbling block even to 
educated mén, and I may de pardoned for 
quoting in full the words of Prot. B. A. 
Ross of Leland Stanford University on 
this subject. He says: 

“An honest dollar like an honest gallon 
or an honest yardstick is simply a just 
measure, and is got in the same way you 
get a just measure of capacity. It makes 
no difference how many pecks are in a 
pushel—three, four, eight. The main thing 
is to stick to the number once edopted. Like- 
wise a just measure of value means a meas 
ure that is constant. 

How can you keep your measure of value 


constant? Surely not by Keeping the same 
number of grains of metal in the dollar. It 
is not the thickness or weight of the stand- 
ard yard that must be kept constant, but 
the length. It is not the material or shape 
of the bushel, butits capacity that we must 
look to. Likewise the important thing about 
a dollar is not its weight or substance, but 
its value, and this depends on its use. But 
its chief use is to buy things with. 

We want dollars not to melt up into jew- 
éIry but to pass on. A constant measure or 
value, therefore, is a dollar of constant 
uniform purchasing

We must note now a difference between 
@ measure of value and other measures. 
You can put before a boy a foot rule and 
a board, and he can readily compare them, 
but if you give him a dol and ask him 
to compare the dollar and the board, he 
can’t do it.

Does the number have anything 
to do with it? Does the number of horses 
cut any figure? Certainly it does. 

When we compare things not in respect 
to their own qualities, such as length or 
weight, but in r t to relative ue we 
always find the law of pupply and demand 
governing. e exchange ratio of

“If this be so, the number of dollars has 
a good deal to do with the honesty of the 
dollar, while the number of yardsticks has

We find that all civilized governments 
feel under obligations to guarantee the yard- 
stick, pound or gallon. How much more is 
a government bound to insure to its citizens 
an honest measure of value. But how 
should a government go about it to main- 
tain an honest dollar? Why, simply by con- 
trolling the number of dollars in the coun- 


Volume of money is the one factor of 
prices we can deal with.” 

I should like to call attention to another 
point in Dr. Burnham's discourse. He states 
the issue to be “between bimetallism, with 
silver as subsidiary coin, and the demone- 
_— of gold by the unlimited coinage of 

ver.“ 

Now the definition of bimetallism is per- 
fectly clear and explicit, and the expression 
“bimetallism with silver as subsidiary coin“ 
is certainly an incorrect use of terms. B- 
metallism, as understood by all economic 
authorities, means the free coinage of both 
gold and silver into full legal tender money 
at a fixed ratio. According to this definition 
it is absurd to talk of demonetizing gold by 
the unlimited coinage of silver. 

Perhaps ft would not be impertinent to 
suggest to the reverend doctor that a 
calm, dispasstonate inquiry mto the ele- 
ments of economics might act as a prophy- 
lactic against another out of the mal 
die imaginaire.

“See. 10. And be it further enacted that the 
bills or notes of the said corporation origin-

By this clause the law gave a value to the 
paper money that the bank issued; other- 
wise no one would have accepted it.

CARDINAL HOHENLOHE DEAD. 


Brother of the Chancellor of the Ger- 


man Empire. 


ROM, Oct. 30.—Cardinal Gustav Adolf 
Von Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst, brother of the 


Chancellor of the German Empire and arch- 
priest of the Basilica, died here to-day of 


apoplexy. 

Cardinal Hohenlohe was born in Germany 
on Feb. 26, 18%, and studied at the Univer- 
sities of Bonn, Breslau and Munich. In 1846 
he came to Rome, entered the Ecclesiastical 
Academy end was consecrated a priest by 


Pope Pius IX. 


o became successively Secret Chamber- 
lain, Almoner and Bishop, and in 1866 he was 
created a Oardinal. After the entry of the 
Italian troops into Rome in 1870, he went to 
Germany and stayed there for several years. 

In 1 it was proposed to appoint him 
Ambassador of the German Umpire at the 
Vatican, but Pius IX. refused his assent to 
the project. Prince Von Hohenlohe resumed 
his functions as Cardinal at Rome in 1876. 

In 1879 he was promoted to be Cardinal- 
Bishop of Albano, but as the result of dis- 
sensions in the Papal court, Prince Hohen- 
lohe resigned his title of Cardinal-Bishop 
and again returned to Germany, where he 
settled upon his estates. In 1884 he once 
more returned to Rome and resumed the 


rank of a cardinal priest.

Dear Sir—Replying to your favor of recent 
date, making inquiry about the promised in- 
crease in wages of the Central City Stove 
Co.’s employes in case Wm. J. Bryan is 
elected President, I desire in the first place 
to assure you that the published report is 
true. In the second place to ask your par- 
don for sending you this circular letter in- 
stead of a personal reply. The almost count- 
less number of communications similar to 
yours that I have received from fifteen dif- 
ferent States makes a personal reply imprac- 
ticable, as it would take my entire time be- 
tween now and election day to dictate sep- 
arate answers. However, I think the fol- 
lowing will answer your questions: 

I have always been a Republican and have

There are twenty molders in our foundry 
who have always voted the Republican 
ticket. This year we are all for Bryan and 
the restoration of silver. 

Our reason for offering to increase wages 
in case Bryan wins is that we know that 
the success of our business depends upon 
the prosperity of America and that the 
prosperity of America will only be brought 
about by the restoration. of the silver dol- 
lar. Prior to 1873 the iron molders of the 
country received from 5 to 60 cents on 
board.“ This means that for every dollar 
earned they received from 50 to 0 cents ad- 
ditional, . With the demonetization of silver 
came a fall in wages up to 1879, when 
molders received 25 cents off board,“ or 75 
cents for every dollar earned. 

The Bland-Allison act so stimulated busi- 
ness in the West that greater demand for 
the molders’ product—in fact for all manu- 
factured products—was made.

VICIOUS WENCHES 


ROB A FARMER. 


NEARLY MURDERED HIM BEFORE 
THEY GOT HIS MONEY. 


DRAGGED INTO ORANGE ALLEY. 


George Fitch Promenaded on Lucas 
Avenue and Got Out Bruised 
and Without Money. 


Four stalwart negro women robbed and 
attempted to murder George Fitch, an el- 
derly farmer of Strafford, Mo., in daylight, 
on the open highway, near Thirteenth street 
and Lucas avenue, Thursday afternoon. 

It was the boldest and most vicious crime 
committed in St. Louis in years. 4 

Fitch had just sold a car load of stock, 
and had $580 in an inside pocket. As he 
walked along Lucas avenue toward Four- 
teenth street, at 3 o’clock he was 
suddenly attacked by four negro 
women, residents of Orange alley. 
One struck him on the head with a 
club, and when he fell he was dragged into 
1321 Lucas avenue, a vacant house. 


There the women began to tear his cloth- 
ing from him. Fitch revived from the blow 
he had received and tried to free himself 
from his Amazonian captors. He succeed- 
ed in reaching the street, shouting for help. 

Two of the women continued to search 
his pockets while the others showered 
blows on his head with clubs. He was 
finally overcome and the women dragged 
him into Orange alley. 

One of the negresses found his money 
and screamed in triumph as she held aloft 
the roll of bills. 

A large crowd had swarmed into the 
alley, but no one went to the farmer’s 
rescue, The cause of the trouble was not 
known and Orange alley ethics forbid in- 
terference in a fight. But when the roll of 
bills was brought to light two men rushed 
‘forward to save the old man from further 
injury. 

One of the women hurled a brick at the 
prostrate man’s head and it cut a long gash 
in his scalp. By this time he was drenched 
with blood. 

The women then fled. They had not 
reached the end of the alley when Patrol- 
men O’Brien and Henley got through the 
crowd. The officers overtook and arrested 
Annie Logan, Ella Thomas and Fannie El- 
lington, but Maggie Ewing, who got the 
money, escaped. 

Fitch was taken to the Dispensary. Fri- 
day morning he secured warrants on which 
to prosecute the women who had robbed 
him. He will remain in the city until dis- 
position is made of their cases.

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THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. 


How. to Prepare It According to Law 
—Voters Should Carefully Read 
What Follows. 


Secretary of State Lesueur in response to 
numerous inquiries gives out the following: 

Under the Australian ballot law it is made 
the duty of the County Clerks and the Elec- 
tion Commissioners to prepare and furnish 
to the voters the ballots which they ure to 
deposit in the boxes on election day. No 
others can be used. These ballots are large 
sheets of white paper upon which must be 
printed, in separate groups, the tickets of 
various parties,.or such tickets as may be 
nominated by electors who in numbers do 
not constitute political parties. 

Four constitutional amendments are to bé 


The character of each amend- 
ment will, under the law, be designated =a | 


the ballot. The voter, in order to have his 
vote counted upon these amendments, must 
erase, as the case may be, the words yes“ 
or no“ to conform the ballot to the vote he 
desires cast on the proposition voted on. 

On the election day each qualified voter 
shall be entitled to enter the polling place 
and to receive from the judges of election 
one ballot, upon which shall have been 
placed the initials of two of the judges of 
election, and no other writing Shall be per- 
mitted upon the back of the ballot except 
the number of the ballot. The voter then 
retires to a booth alone, remaining not more 
than five minutes, to prepare his ballot. In 
doing this he should particularly remember 
that HE MUST VOTE ENTIRELY UPON 
ONE OF THE GROUPS OR TICKETS. In 
other words, he must, by drawing one or 
two lines through them from top to bottom, 
erase all the groups except one, and if he 
desires to vote for other persons who are 
in other groups h@ must do so by crossing 
out names and ‘substituting others for them 


in writing under the erasures—ALL UPON | 
ONE OF THE GROUPS OR TICKETS. He 
cannot, for instance, vote for electors on 
one ticket and State or county officers on 
another ticket. HE MUST DO ALL HIS 
VOTING UPON ONE TICKET, UNDER 
ONN HEAD. If he undertakes to vote for 
some names by leaving them unmarked 
upon one group and other names in a sim- 
lar way upon another group his ballot 
must under the law be rejected as illegal. 

After preparing his ballot the voter must 
fold the same so that the face thereof shall 
be concealed and so that the initials of the 
judges previously placed upon the back of 
the ballot may be seen. He must then de- 
posit his vote and forthwith leave the polling 
place. 

Any erasures the voter desires to make 
on the ticket he wishes to vote should 
be by horizontal and not perpendicular lines, 
as the law says—‘‘a partial erasure of a 


group by lines lengthwise of the . 


or in any other manner than by the erasure 


of a name to substitute another to be taken 
as a rejection of the whole group.” 

If a voter shall by accident or mistake 
spoil his ballot he may return the spoiled 
ballot to the judges of election and receive 
another in place thereof. 

Any voter who declares under oath to the 
judges of election that he cannot read or 
write, or that by reason of physical disa- 
bility he is unable to mark his ballot, may 
declare his choice of candidates to the 
judges having charge of the ballots, who, 
in the presence of the voter, without leav- 
ing their repective positions, shall pre- 
pare the ballot for voting according to 
his instructions. 8 ‘

OTHERS ARE FULL OF GLEE. 


Examples of the Coercion by Which 
the Gold Parade Will Be In- 
creased in Size. 


A good many of the business men of St. 
Louis are feeling like the man who caught 
the wolf by the tail—they would like to let 
go but they daren’t. Without ‘thinking of 
what it might involve, they were induced to 
commit themselves to participation in a 
eo-called sound money parade.” They 
were told they would be in good com- 
pany with bankers, corporation bosses, lead- 
ing manufacturers and the like, and be- 


fore they had time to consider the ques- 
tion they were committed. 

When the Post-Dispatch and some of the 
cooler headed business men called their at- 
tention to the fact that their conduct 
was lable to place St” Louis in the position 
of affron*ing the people of the Southwest, 

whom St. Louis draws most of its 
trade, they began to see the scheme in a 
different light. The more they have thought 
of it, the less they like it. The Post-Dis- 
pat is privately informed that there 
Are a large number who at first fell in 
with the idea of a parade with great en- 
thusiasm who would withdraw now if they 
could do so without self-stultification. At 
any rate they will take as unobtrusive a 

as possible, and they hope that the 
parade will attract as little attention as 
possible outside of St. Louis. 

t there are others, whose passions and 
prejudices have led them on to use every 
means within their power to aid in the 
magnitude of the demonstration, regardless 
of the rights and privileges of those whom 
ag ＋ or de injury that may come 

e city. 

Listen to the paid advertisement of the 
committee having the parade in charge 
amd note the mockery and irony of it all: 

“We believe tha? a most serious responsi- 
Duty will be ed in the action of 
every citizen of the United States in cast- 
ing his vote upon election day. We there- 
fore call upon all voters in this city to con- 
sider me gravity of the situation now be- 
fore them. 

“Experimental legislation of a menacing 
and dangerous character is presented. 

“The prejudices of the people have been 
appealed to, and freedom of speech is chal- 
lenged, threatening the principles upon 
which our Government is founded. 

“The hour for politics “thas passed; the 
hour for patriotism has come. Our country 
and the perpe‘uwation of its institutions 
Should be our only consideration at this 


time. 
Let politics be abandoned—let patriotism 
be our inspiration and our guide.“ 


In a campaign less serious,. less vital to 
the cause of the common people, the hypo- 
critical cant expressed in these sentences 
would be ridiculous. As it is, they fittingly 
disclose the sham patriotism with which 
the wolves of Wall street are cloaking their 
deeds of villainy. 

Freedom of speech is challenged, threat- 
ening the principles upon which our Gov- 
ernment is founded.’’
